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This International Searching Authority found multiple inventions in this international application, as follows: 

Claims 1-4, 8-16, 19-31 relate to an optical disc device including a 
high-frequency band processing circuit having a high-speed low-bit AD converter 
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Claim 5 relates to an optical disc including a plurality of HPF' s having 
different cut-off frequencies. 
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Claims 6, 7 relate to an optical disc device including: a second HPF; 
an AD converter for AD-converting an output signal from the second HPF; 
and a third HPF for receiving a digital signal output from the AD converter 
and removing the frequency higher than the cut-off frequency of the second 
HPF and lower than a predetermined cut-off frequency. 

Claims 17, 18 relate to an optical disc device including a time division 
AD converter. 
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
